“My wife refused to accede to her 
demands. My w'ife held, and I back­ 
ed her up in the contention, that it 
ie the duty of a cook not only to 
cook the food, but to prepare the

chickens, and so forth. 
“The cook replied that, fortun­ 
ately, this was not a matter of opin­ 
ion at all; but that it had been 
settled. The Cooks’ Union had re­

decided that a cook w'as to cook, 
and was to do nothing but cook.

“But if you stop your work, my 
business will be ruined also,” said 
the publisher. “My magazines sell 
largely because you illustrate them.” 
“Your business is ruined already” ] 
said Boggs, ‘but you haven’t found, 
it out yet. All your authors have; 
been called out in sympathy with 
my cook already, and the advertis­ 
ing solicitors, 
compositors,

men, and so forth, are preparing to 
go out.” 
“Boggs” said Juggins, “let us just] 
leave the damned business and get 
us a couple of tomato cans and ho­ 
bo.” 
“Juggins,” said Eoggs, “It isn’t 
that easy.

TRUST - PATENT 
INDIANS ARE 
NOW ELECTORS 
By the Associated Press 
FORT YATES, N. D.. April 21.— 
W ar achievem ents were cited by a 
district judge recently holding lo­ 
cal trust-patent Indians to be qual­ 
ified electors. It wras said to be the 
first instance in the United States 
of a court giving members of a race, 
as such, the power of the ballot as 
determ ined by their status of civili­ 
zation. . 
% 
The case was a contest of an elec­ 
tion to determ ine whether the seat 
of Sioux county should be removed 
from Fort Yates to Selfridge. The 
proposition failed to carry at the 
polls. Fort Yates also has an agency 
for the Standing Rock Indian reser­ 
vation. 
The 
court 
declared 
that 
am ong those who voted at the elec­ 
tion were “certain trust-patent In­ 
dians sufficient in number to change 
the result.” 
District Judge W. 
F. 
Crawford 
who rendered the decision, held that 
those Redmen who voted came with­ 
in the provisions of the state con­ 
stitutions defining qualified electors 
for any election. The pertinent sec­ 
tion includes “civilized persons of In 
dian descent who shall have severed 
their tribal relations two years next 
preceding such election.” 
The findings of fact and conclu­ 
sions of law continued in part as 
follows: 
“That all Indians and persons of

Stuffy Mclnnis, veteran first sack­ 
er, is one of the few stars of base­ 
ball who have gone through the 
season without being asked by the 
umpire to rest a while .because of 
too much harsh language or a hasty 
punch. Stuffy never has been order­ 
ed fro ma game. This doesn't mean 
that he has lacked pep, ginger, spir­ 
it or whatever you want to call it. 
It means, instead that he has devot­ 
ed his energy to playing the game— 
battling for his team. He has ap­ 
preciated 
the 
fact 
that 
he 
isn’t 
hired 
to criticize 
the 
umps, 
try 
to run that bird's business or chas­ 
tise him for mistakes. 
When it is considered that Stuffy 
has been in the big show eleven 
years— this will be his twelfth— 
this is some record. 
Mclnnis is one of Connie Mack’s 
famous kindergarten finds. He was 
playing with the Gloucester, Mass., 
high school when Connie first look­ 
ed him over. He left there in 1907 
and got what little minor league 
training he needed with New Bed­ 
ford and Haverhill in the New Eng­ 
land league in 1908, going to the 
Athletics in 1909. Stuffy broke into 
nineteen 
games 
that 
season 
and 
played short in thirty-eight games 
the following year. In 1911 he took 
his place at first in Connie Mack's 
great 
infield 
which 
came to 
be 
known as tne $100,000 quartet— 
that was in the days when $100,000 
meant quite a few steaks or eggs. 
Mclnnis took his place among the 
.300 hitters early, batting .301 the 
year he played short. He stuck in 
the charmed circle six years and 
then, 
after dropping to 
.295 
in 
1916, climbed back to .303 his last 
year at the Quaker City. He was one 
of the last members of the famous 
pennant-winning outfit to be turn­ 
ed loose by Connie. The tall leader 
practically gave Mclnnis to the Red 
Sox January IO, 1918— just in time 
to let Mac step into another flag- 
copping combination. He played an 
im portant part in the winning of the 
league race and world’s series by 
the Sox. He had broken into four 
series with Mack, those of 1910-11- 
13-14.
